Definite proposals for a three- 
power atte m pt to find suitable fo r­ 
m u la have been m ade by th e I ’nit- 
ed States to J>ondon and Tokyo. 
While they are inform al and p ro b­ 
ably no more th a n verbal in c h a r­ 
acter as yet, replies now aw aited 
will result in a form al invitation, 
if the plan is accepted. As is clear­ 
ly foreshadow ed 
in 
diplomatic 
conversations.

In the event of acceptance by 
th e London and Tokyo govern­ 
ments, w'hich have not as yet re ­ 
plied, F ran ce and Italy

the conference as observers. 
The new invitation is understood 
to contain no definite formula for 
fixing m axim um 
tonnage lim ita­ 
tions upon cruisers, destroyers an d 
subm arines. The purpose of the 
conference a t Geneva will be to 
explore th e possibilities 
a t a rriv ­ 
ing at an understanding for these 
m axim um 
tonnage 
limitations 
which could be aoepted, p articu ­ 
larly by G reat B ritain as a E u ro ­ 
pean power and in 
view of the 
non-participation 
of F ran ce and 
Italy in the agreem ent.

Miller and his wife 
then left for th eir hom e in Wil­ 
mington, Del. 
Bail of $5 000 was 
continued pending th e 
appeal ac ­ 
tion.
